Rockin' Round the Valley 


Disc Jockey Howie Stieber 
Keeps Program X Going

For the last month and a half, 


Program X, the rock and roll 
radio program originating from 
Appleton's WHBY radio station 
has had a new announcer. His 
name is Howie Stieber. 


In late August of this year 


Howie moved to Appleton from 
Wausau. He had been sports and 
program director at Wausau's 
WXCO for the past few years 
and an announcer there for the 
last seven. He handled many of 
the station's rock programs and 
ran teen dances in Wausau, 
where he also was a popular 
disc jockey among both teens 
and adults. 


I often have wondered how a 


person becomes radio announc- 
er. After hearing Howie's expla- 
nation, I still wonder how the 
average disc jockey becomes an 
announcer. 


When Howie was 
in high 


school during Elvis Presley days 
of rock, radio stations in the 
Wausau area had no programs 
which played this type of music 
teens wanted to hear.

station had no disc jockey to 
handle this type of show, so 
Howie and his two friends were 
chosen for the job. The program 
quickly became popular. Howie's 
two friends left announcing after 
graduation, but Howie stayed on 
as disc jockey. 


Runs 3 Programs 


Besides spinning records for 


teens at WHBY on Program X 
every weeknight from 8 to 10 
p.m., Howie jockeys two other 
programs, "Music Before Mid- 
night," and "Music 'Til One." 
He features popular non-rock 
songs for over-teen listeners. 


Commenting on how a disc 


jockey can handle two such 
different types of music, he says 
that arranging the shows is not 
that different. 


In Howie's words, "It is not an 


accident that one radio program 
is more popular than the next. 
The trick to keeping a program 
popular is by keeping it cur- 
rent." 


Keeps Them Up-to-Date 


Howie is spending much effort 


to do just that. For Program X 
he combines the charts of most 
of the top 40 stations around the 
state with those of three national 
surveys. For his other shows he 
uses many top non-rock charts 
which help him keep them up to 
date. 


In Howie's opinion, a program 


such as Program X "should 
become part of school activities 
and become closely associated 
with teen-agers, "to give them 
an outlet for their tensions." 


He plans to make 
some 


changes in the program to give 
it more appeal to the young and 
the old. In this way he hopes to 
bring the different age groups 
back together in their choices of 
music.

Is it really possible to make some 


substantial cuts in the federal budget? 


While a bipartisan effort on the House 


Ways and Means Committee has set a price 
tag of a cut from $3 to $5 billion in 
appropriations in bargaining with Presi- 
dent Johnson over the requested 10 per 
cent income surtax, the administration 
seems to be saying 
no cuts of any 


meaningful size are possible. It has nomi- 
nated reductions in public works projects, 
dear to the heart of congressmen seeking 
re-election next year. For good measure, 
the administration asked state governors 
what they thought about a slash in highway 
construction 
funds. And the 
resulting 


protests were what the 
administration 


wanted in reply. 


While all this has been going on, the 


5enate has been debating a measure to find 
in assignment for the Subversive Activities 
Control Board. Now, the board gets a 
£330,000 a year appropriation but it has no

The report this week of a presidential 


commission on budget concepts can provide 
the basis for reform. In something of an 
understatement, David Kennedy, the com- 
mission chairman, said the federal budget 
is "difficult to understand and, at times, 
confusing."

confusion resulting from administrative 
and revenue budgets which often conflict. 
It had some other common sense recom- 
mendations, frequent revision of January 
estimates to reflect congressional actions, 
quarterly reports on spending, revenues, 
and the deficit, and budget projections 
several years into the future. 


The Committee for Economic Develop- 


ment, a citizen group, also recently fur- 
nished some recommendations. It said the 
Budget Bureau ought to have more power 
to ride herd over federal agencies, that 
Congress ought to consider the budget as a 
whole instead of as individual spending 
bills, that there ought to be better auditing, 
and that there ought to be a way to test 
spending against performance. 


Rep. Wilbur Mills, chairman of the

It was a 
surprising contrast to his New 
York environment, he told me 
with vexation mixed with curi- 
osity. 


A couple of years ago, an 


extensive and expensive grand 
jury investigation in Milwau- 
kee led to an inconclusive end 
after no less a personage than 
the attorney general of Wis- 
consin with his considerable 
resources had launched it with 
every sign of confidence that it 
would show results.

DISTURBING *DISCLOSURES 


But there were disturbing 


elements of that incident that 
were not on the record.

full scale legislative inquiry. 
Since the Legislature now ap- 
pears willing to use the com- 
mittee system of fact finding 
on a year around basis, the 
Anderson resolution m i g h t 
wisely be brought to the floor 
for a vote. 


Strictly Personal 
Twisted Thinking of 
Right as Evil as Left

This summer. Retired Air 


Force Brig. Gen. Robert Scott 
(ironically enough, the author 
of "God is^ My Copilot") told 
an American Legion meeting 
in California that a military 
takeover of 
the U.S. 
"by 


devious or direct means" may 
become necessary if politicians 
cannot control lawlessness. 


It is hard to know if Scott is 


a wicked man or merely an 
ignorant one; but it is not hard 
to tell that God is no longer his 
copilot. For the doctrine he 
preaches is the doctrine of the 
Devil. 


If the military takes over in 


the name of "law and order," 
it would be breaking the law as 
much as if any other unauthor- 
ized gang took over. The 
military has authority only 
because it is invested with it 
by the civilian government; 
and a military putsch would be 
as much of a revolution — and 
a gross violation of our Consti- 
tution — as a takeover by 
Black M u s l i m s or White 
Klansmen or Riders of the 
Purple Sage. 


A military officer, 
like a 


police officer, is s i m p l y a 
private citizen who has been 
temporarily delegated authori- 
ty by the stale. He has no in- 
herent legitimate power, and is 
subject to all tho rormal rule- 


and restraints of civilian socie- 
ty. 


If the professional politicians 


cannol keep law and order, we 
rectify the situation by electing 
other and better officials — not 
by mob rule. For the military 
is just a mob in uniform, once 
it decides to administer the 
government on its own terms. 


II is a fascinating example of 


tortured psychology to hear a 
man deploring "lawlessness" 
in one breath, and then in the 
next breath advocate the most 
dangerous and diabolic law- 
lessness any nation could ever 
face — control by a military 
junta responsible to nothing 
but itself. 


This is the stuff of w h i c h 


fascism 
is made. Fascism 


plays on the fears of the 
middle-class — fears of com- 
munism, of anarchy, of crime, 
of any change in the status quo 
— to impose its own form of 
dictatorship, which is as dread- 
ful as the disease it purports to 
cure. 


The twisted thinking of the 


extreme right is as fearsome 
as the twisted thinking of the 
extreme left — perhaps even 
more so in this country, where 
left-wingers 
are 
customarily 


suspect, but right-wingers as- 
sume all the false trappings of 
respectability and responsibil- 
ity.

extricably linked with thalido- 
mide in the history of drugs, 
takes a sober and historical 
view of man's attempts to 
either cure his ailments or 
boost his spirits. 


Peppered 
with 
questions 


about drugs at a press confer- 
ence following her Lawrence 
University convocation speech 
yesterday, the woman who is 
assistant to the director of the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion's bureau of medicine for 
scientific investigations polite- 
ly refused to be drawn into 
current controversies over the 
use of marijuana or of mind- 
expanding drugs like LSD. 


"People throughout the ages 


have b e e n interested in 
drugs," she commented. "The 
use of marijuana, for exam- 
ple, 
is described in ancient 


manuscripts. Man has always 
sought some sort of release 
and escape." 


Not Sufficient 


It was this same deliberate 


and dispassionate refusal to be 
rushed into anything that sev- 
en years ago made Dr. Kelsey 
refuse to grant permission to 
distribute thalidomide in this 
country. At the time she was 
not satisfied with the amount 
of background and test infor- 
mation available on the drug, 
she recalled.

Dr. Fremont Ellis Kelsey who, 
until his death a few years 
ago, was on the staff of the 
Surgeon General in Washing- 
ton, the mother of two chil-

She termed the pill 
extremely effective and ap- 
parently safe, adding that the 
FDA is watching long-range 
studies and "monitoring its 
use carefully We hope to keep 
track of possible adverse ef- 
fects and to make this infor- 
mation known to the public." 


The balance of safety and 


risk is involved with every 
drug, she continued during 
further 
discussion, warning 


that "you can't take anything 
with impunity." 


Speculation about possible 


chromosome changes and ge- 
netic damage among users of 
LSD also drew a go-slow 
response from the noted inves- 
tigator. "We simply don't have 
the information," she said. "It 
is too early to say what the 
genetic effects will be," but 
the FDA is "following it very 
closely." 


Controlled Studies 


She went on to explain that 


the only "legitimate" distribu- 
tion of LSD is that approved 
by the FDA for "a handful" of 
carefully 
controlled 
clinical 


studies on both humans and 
animals. These include treat- 
ment of mentally ill persons, 
alcoholics and withdrawn chil- 
dren and studies on monkeys 
to determine the effects of the 
drug on color discrimination 
by the eye.
